Since that day, he has 
maintained a sensible silence on the un- 
just criticisms that the Sun and the 
pack of yelping newspapers that it 
leads have continued to cast at him. 
Yet he could have replied.

that he was secure in the regard of the 
great American public. The issue has 
long beeu closed. It closed when the 
Spanish cruisers lay blackened and 


tho Cuban shore. 
If tho 


New York Sun will now come to its 
sober senses aud stop harping upon it, 
the American public will be deeply 
grateful. 
By *,o doing, the Sun will 


prove that its editorial staff still has 
some of the sound brains and thought 
which distinguished it under the regime 
of the older Dana.
